The celebration at the park was the an- 
nual pienic of the Building Trades Council, 
a representative organization of men em- 
ployed in building trades. The crowd which 
gathered was essentially one of working 
men and their families. They enjoyed the 
address of the nominee with unconstrained 
freedom, and made frequent comments of 
an amusing character that several times 
had the effect of making Mr. Bryan break 
into a laugh which spoiled a rounded pe- 
riod. 

The crowd was exceedingly disorderly in 
& good natured way. Frequently appeals 
for quiet were necessary to obtain the de- 
sired stillness. Two or three times the jam 
near the stand became so great that sever- 


al women fainted and were trod on before 


being rescued and revived, Mr. Bryan once 
appealed to the people to stop crushing. 
and stopped another time to hand a glass 
of water to a fainting woman. 

Mr. Bryan was received with long-con- 
tinued applause. It was a few minutes after 
2 o'clock when Mr. Bryan’s carriage reach- 
ed the park, followed by several ‘others, 
carrying labor leaders and their wives. 

Mr. Bryan's carriage was followed from 
the roadway through the grounds to the 
Platform by a cheering, running crowd olf 
men and boys. There were no police ofil- 
cers to restrain them and they almost feli 


‘On Mr. Bryan in their eagerness to grasp 


his -hand and say something complimenta- 
ry. By dint of muscular work Mr. [ryan 
Was able to reach the platform and smiled 
his thanks when the tnousands cheered 
him lustily. 

President Carroll, who acted as chair- 
man, quickly saw the crowd was in no 
mood to hear a speech from him and merely 
Presented Mr. Bryan. At the conclusion 
of Mr. Bryan's speech, which was the only 
one made, there was a repetition of the un- 
restrained crush on a larger scale in the 
Tear of the platform, where the speaker 
tried to get away in his carriage.

Little Rock, Ark.,

Several clashes occurred in the doubtful 
counties between democrats and populists. 
Notably was this the case at Clinton, Van 
Buren county, the place where Congress- 
man Dinsmore was assaulted last week. 
Clinton is twenty-five miles from the near- 
est telegraph station and it is impossible 
to learn full particulars, but it is thought 
here that no serious results came of the 
reported riot. 

The election was for all state, judicial 
and county including two-thirds 
of the legislature, which will elect a suc- 
cessor to Senator Jones, chairman of the

national democratic committee. 
opposition within his party and his elec- 
tion is an assured fact. As far as heard 
from, the election passed off quietly and 
with an unusually large vote being polled. 
The question of licensing saloons was the 
principal issue in the majority of the coun- 
ties. Here in Little Rock it was the issue 
of the day. 

The prohibitionists, or anti-license advo- 
cates, were defeated by a large majority. 
Democrats and republicans had full tickets 
in the field, while the populists and prohi- 
bitionists nominated candidates for gover- 
nor only. Republican returmr reeeived in 
this city up to 9 o’clock indicate that the 
vote will exceed 160,000, an increase of 24,000 
over 1894, 

At: democratic headquarters the election 
of Colonel Dan W. Jones, the democratic 
candidate for governor, is claimed by 45,000 
plurality. Chairman Cooper, of the repub- 
lican committee, disputes the claim, basing 
his estimates upon reports received late 
this evening. He says a large percentage 
of the increased vote was polled by the 
negroes. Of the 203,000 poll tax receipts 
in this state 45,000 are held by negroes, 15,000 
more than was paid by the negroes two 
years ago. 


CLARK HOWELL TAKES CHARGE. 


Supplants Congressman Richardson, 


Who Is in Chicago. 

Washington, September 7.—Hon. Clark 
Howell, of Atlanta, arrived in town today 
and proceeded to democratic headquarters 
at an early hour, where he permanently 
took the place of Congressman Richardson 
as the representative here of the demo- 
cratic nat:onal committee. 

Mr. Howell received a number of callers 
during the day and examined the contents 
of a large pile of mail. He said the situa- 
tion in Georgia was such as to indicate a 
tremendous majority for Bryan. In the 
state election to be held in October the 
democrats would win by a greatly in- 
creased majority. 

He believed that there was no serious 
trouble in any southern state and that 
the most doubtful were North Carolina and 
Kentucky. As to Kentucky, the democratic 
leaders in that state were. confident of 
victory and were unanimous in the opinion 
that the nomination of Palmer for presi- 
dent by the Indianapolis gold convention 
would help rather than injure’ Bryan's 
chances on account of Palmer's record as 
military governor after the war. As to 
North Carolina, a fusion of the silver vote 
of the state would insure it for Mr. Bryan 
by 50,000 majority. The only obstacle in 
the way was the failure of the democrats 
and populists to come to terms, but he 
believed that a satisfactory settlement 
would yet be reached. With three electoral 
tickets in the field he gelieved Bryan would 
carry the state by a decided majority. 

Mr. Howell counts weunfidently upon a 
solid south, and says that there is no reason 
to fear that Bryan will not carry ail of 
the far western States, in every’ one of 
which fusion had already been arranged. 

As to fus‘on in the southern states, but 
little kad been done yet, though he 
theught that in time the democrats and 
populists would get together in most of 
them on a common electoral ticket, 

The second quadrennial convention of the 
National Association of Democratic Ciubs 
to meet at St. Louis has been postponed 
from Wednesday, September 30th, to Sat- 
urday, October 3d, to assure the presence 
of Mr. Bryan, who has notified President 
Black that he would attend the convention 
if the date could be changed. It is also 
asserted that probably Mr. Sewall, the 
democratic candidate for vice president, 
will be there, but doubts are expressed on 
the subject. |

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COPLESTON KILLED A COMRADE. 


Accident in an Armory in Charleston 
Last Night. 

Charleston. S. C., September 7.—(Special.) 
A terrible accident happened tonight at 
Lafayette Artillery hall. Several young 
men were examining a Hotchkiss gun, 
which they thought was unloaded. E. J. 
Copleston pulled the string to explain how 
it shot, when the gun went off, and killed 
Cc. B. Miller. who was standing just in 
front. The ball, a forty-eight caliber, 
passed through Miller’s stomach and he 
died in a few minutes. 

The company was to give a banquet to- 
night and the accident happened while 
they were waiting for supper. 

Copleston is almost prostrated with grief. 
Mr. Miller was well known here and had 
a large circle of friends. His death has 
cast a gloom over the entire city. His 
family was notified of the killing and his 
remains sent to his residence. The young 
man who caught Miller as he fell was cov- 
ered with blood and was severely shocked 
by the explosion. An inquest will be held 
tomorrow. ' 


WALLING ATTEMPTS TO ESCAPE. 


Half a Dozen Saws Peuand in His Cell 
in Covington Jail. 
Cincinnati, O., September 7.—A negro 
prisoner named Walker, was searched last 
night by a turnkey in the Covington jail 
and a 38-caliber revolver was found in his 
pocket. Walker occupied a cell adjuining 
the ores in which Jackson and Walling, the 

Pearl Bryan murderers, are confined. 

The jailer suspected a plot to break jail 
and ordered the cells searched. In Wall- 
ing’s cell half a dozen saws were found. 
Both Walling and Jackson protest their in- 
nocence, but the jail officials think the plot 
was to have been carried out at 6 o'clock 
this morning, when only two men would be 
on guard. 

A search of Jackson's cell today disclosed 
two fine steel saws hidden between the sole 
and lining of an extra pair of tan shoes, 
which belonged to the prisoner. The re- 
volver found in Walker’s pocket has been 
positively identified as one owned by Wall- 
ing before his arrest. A rigid investigation 
will be made as to how it got into Walker’s 
possession. 


SLEW A DAUGHTER’S BETRAYER. 


Wimmer Caught Thalheimer and Stab- 
bed Him to Death. 
Richmond, Va., September 7.—A terrible 
tragedy was enacted early tonight on 
Broad street, the principal retail business 
thoroughfare of the city. James E. Wim- 
mer, aged forty-six, a native of Wythe 
county and a blacksmith working at the 
Richmond locomotive works, stabbed and 
killed S. G. Thatheimrer, son of Charles 
Thalheimer, a well-known liquor merchant. 
The cause of the homicide was the alleged 
betrayal of Wimmer’s partially paralyzed 
daughter by young Thalheimer. Wimmer, 
who was hunting for Thalheimer, came up 
with him on the street, caught hold of 
him, and after stabbing him in three 
places, threw him off. Thalheinrer walked 
about’~a half block and then fell dead. 
Wimmer sought a policeman and surren- 
dered himself.

WOULD NOT BE TAKEN ALIVE. 


So the Officer Killed Him and Cap- 
tured His Corpse. 
Charleston, W. Va.,September 7.—Detective 
Hanson Ash and Constable Eli Farrall to- 
day went after Bob McQuery, who was

& Co., on Morris creek last Saturday. He 
has been previously arrested, but escaped 
by holding up the officers with a revolver. 
He was found on the road going up the 
yancy fork of Davis creek and was called 
on to surrender. He drew a revolver and 
was shot by the officers with a winchester, 
and died five minutes later. He was left 
with his relatives and the officers returned 
to the city. The stolen goods from Davis's 
store were found on McQuery’s person. 
McQuery had declared that he would not be 

taken alive.

OFRIGIALS FALL OUT 


Tennessee's Finances Are Now in a 
Fearful Tangle. 


LEGISLATURE IS IN SESSION 


Governor Turney Makes an Appeal for 


Raise cf Tax Rate. 


WILL MEET WITH NO RESPONSE, HOWEVER 


Treasurer Craig Cries “Deficit” and 
Comptroller Harris Has Figures 
on a Surplus. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 7.—(Special.) 
The general assembly of Tennessee met in 
extra session today with a pecullar situa- 
tion confronting it. The governor called 
the legislature together to amend the reve- 
nue and assessment laws and prevent a 
deficit which Treasurer Craig estimates at 
$269,000 on January 1, 1897, and of over $70U,- 
000 a year later. 

The comptroller, Mr. Harris, however, op- 
posed the calling of the extra session and 
takes the ground that there will be a sur- 
plus of $72,000 in the treasury January 1, 
1897, when the legislature to be elected in 
November will meet. 

In his message to the general assembly 
Governor Turney includes the detailed es- 
timates of both the treasurer and the 
comptroller, but indorses the views of the 
treasurer in all but oné or-two minor items. 

He dissects the comptroller’s estimates 
and urges the legislature to take action 
either by repealing the revenue law of* 1895 
and re-enacting that of 1898, or by restor- 
ing the tax rate for state purposes to 30 
cents, from which it was reduced by this 
legislature to 20 cents. 

Both Mr. Craig and Mr. Harris have sup- 
porters among the democrats and an in- 
vestigation will be made in order to see 
which is nearer correct in his estimates. 
The republican members tonight decided 
not to vote for increased tax, unless 
clearly shown to be absolutely necessary. 
It is possible that the state officers will 
simply be empowered by resolution to bor- 
row money, if necessary, as some demo- 
crats are fearful that the state ticket 
would be weakened by increasing taxes.

“EVER SLAYING THE SPANIAKDS 


Yellow Scourge Aiding the Insurgents 
Cause. 

Washington, September 7.—The malignan- 
cy of yellow fever in Cuba is ticreasing 
with the advance of the season, and the 
disease in amost dreadfu] type is now 
Playing havoe with the unacclimated Span- 
ish troops, according to special reporis re- 
ceived from the sanitary inspectors of the 
United States marine hospital service. 

These show seventy-one deaths in Ha- 
vaa for the week ending August 27th, 
fifty-one of these being in the military hos- 
pital, at which one hundred and twenty- 
two new cases were under treatment 
twenty-two in Matanzas, the same number 
in Santiago; twenty-five at Sagua La 
Grande, with one hundred and ninety new 
cases and similar conditions in all other 
sections where Spanish forces are massed. 
The inspector at Havana, in a special re- 
port, says the fever is badly epidemic and 
is increasing among civilians there. 

At Santiago Colonel Vallerpin, of the 
Spanish engineers, died August 22d, after an 
illness of only forty-eight hours, which 
the United States inspector declares very 
unusual in yellow fever. The disease has 
also spread to the French island of Mar- 
tinique, according to a consular report. 

The consular agent at Mazanillo, Cuba, 
reports vetiow fever there, but says dis- 
ease statistics are not published there since 
the revolution broke out.

Yxplains to Them the Kind of an 
Anarchist He Is. 


HE DOESN'T MIND BEING CALLED ONE 


Captures the Encrmous Crowd with 
His Vigorous Utterances—Was a 
Silver Gathering. 


Philadelphia, Pa., September 7.—(Special.) 
The largest political meeting of the cam- 
paign in this state was held at Washington 
park, a summer resort on the Delaware, 
opposite Philadelphia, this afternoon. 

The Independent Silver League, a Phila- 
delphia organization, had extensively ad- 
vertised the event, depending ‘on the in- 
dividual advertising which has been given : 
to Mr. Tillman to do the rest, and it did. 
Being a holiday, the silver men were 
pretty certain that a big crowd would go 
to Washington park anyway, and in ad- 
dition to this a number of local labor or- 
Fanizations promised to attend. 

But the audience went away beyond any- 
thing they had hoped for and the 7,000 seats 
in the auditorium were taken almost be- 
fore the main body of silverites arrived. 

Charles H. Parent, president of the 
league, called the meeting to order and 
nominated Wharton Barker for chairman. 
Mr. Barker said he did not expect to make 
a speech because better- speakers were 
present and he introduced John T. Wright, 
a Philadelphia produce dealer, who is run- 
ning for congress. Mr. Wright made a4 
striking free silver speech. 

Chairman Barker introduced Mr. Tillman — 
and in an instant the audience was on fire, 
cheering, yelling, pounding the floor and 
whistling. For a minute and a half the 
racket was kept up and when it died down 
the senator began to speak. 

‘I am glad to be here this afternogn,” he 
said, ‘because my friends, the newspapers, 
have been so industriously circulating the 
idea that | am a kind of wild man from 
Borneo that I want the people to see me as 
I am. I want you to get a look at this 
anarchist from South Carolina. These 
newspapers, owned by shylocks, tell you 
day by day that Governor Altgeld and 
Senator Tillman wrote the Chicago plat- 
form and their own krnowlecge of the lie 
does not bring the blush of shame to their 
cheeks. So I come before you to tell you 
something about the Chicago platform and 
anarchy, and I shall be glad if you will 
give me your attention.” 

This introduction brought out hearty 
cheers and Senator Tillman began to toy 
with his pitchfork before bringing it inte 
active use. 

“Whenever any man in history has had 
the courage to defend the common people,” 
he said, “‘they call him an anarchist. In 
later days the term has been applied to 
Jefferson and Jackson and many of you 
will remember that the slave holders of the 
south referred to Abraham Lincoln as an 
anarchist. So I do not resent the title. I 
only want to tell you just what sort of an 
anarchist IT am—just how I am looked upon 
in my own state of South Carolina. I was 
born and brought up there and I think you 
will have some faith in what my neigh- 
bors think of me —neighbors who have 
known me all my life.” 

The speaker told the story of his career 
at some length: how he had becume the 
champion of the masses against the classes 
and had defeated the ancient aristocracy 
of his state. 

Leading up to his election to the senate 
he asked with passionate vehemence: 

“And what did I do when I reached 
Washington? I! got there with every bank, 
every newspaper and every railroad in my 
state against me. Did I sel! out to the 
money powers, as {t Is fashionable to do? 

“Did I crawl on my stomach to Grover 
Cleveland for patronage, asl was expected 
to do? No; I asserted my manhood. J said 
that Grover Cleveland was a traitor: T 
proved his corrupt dealings with the Mor- 
gan syndicate and I asked for his impeach- 
ment. Then every beotlicking editor of a 
shylock paper in the country called me a 
blackguard and heaped on me worse names 
than had won me the'r displeasure.”’ 

Senator Tillman touched upon § the 
national campaign and national issues in 
his vigorous fashion and concluded amidst 
prolonged cheering and applause.

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Nebraskan Talks To Thousands of 
Chicago Workingmea. 
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secured for the people of this country an 
Australian ballot. (Great applause.) That 
ballot did not come down to you from 
above. That ballot is a result of your own 
demand, It is the result of your own in- 
fluence. The laboring man today enjoys 
the advantage of the Australian ballot be- 
cause the laboring man of this country 
compelled the adoption of the Australian 
ballot. (Cheers.) 
Talks of Organized Labor. 

“Now, my friends, amcng all the agen- 
cies which for the past few years have been 
at work improving the condition and pro- 
tecting the rights of this country I believe 
that the labor organization stands first. It 
has brought laboring men together where 
they could compare their views, where they 
could unite strength, where they could com- 
bine their influences as an organization, 
and we have the labor organizat ons to 
thank for many blessings they have se- 
cured for you. (Prolonged applause.) 

‘“‘Now, my friends, some have criticised la- 
bor organizations. (Cries: ‘‘Hanna,Hanna'’’) 
Th@re are some who believe that banks 
should join associations, that all wealthy 
corporations should join associations, but 
not the laboring men. Yet the laboring 
man’s association has been the means by 
which he has protected himself in his war- 
fare against these other associations. The 
labor organization has done as much 
g00d for society as any of the other organi- 
zations have done or will do. (Applause.) 

“IT want to speak here of the principle of 
arbitfation of differences between employ- 
ers and employes, That principle has been 
forced upon the attention of American peo- 
ple and IL believe in it. Arbitration is sim- 
ply an extension of the idea of the court of 
justice. It is an impartial institution, an 
impartial tribunal before which men may 
come to settle their differences, instead of 
resorting to violence to settle them.

tions immediately, but up to a late hour 
tonight none of the parties concerned had 
anything further to say. The scandai has 
been the biggest sensation this state has 


known in yeers. 
The people for a while yesterday and 


today appeared to almost forget the ab- 
sorbing senatorial fight in the interest they 
displayed in the dispensary affair. The 
whole country seems to have been scandal- 
ized by the revelations also, judging from 
the telegraphic inquiries for -stories of the 
matter which poured into Columbia’ last 
night and today. 

Nothing has yet been heard from Mr. St. 
Julian Yates, now of Charleston, about the 
rebate he is alleged to have got. Mr. 
Yates has not wired or mailed to anyone 
here any denial of the charges that have 
been made against him. 

Secretary of State Tompkins said he only 
hit back when someone struck at him. 
He had said all he cared to say for the 


present. Colonel Mixson said the same 


thing. 

The scandal is discussed in every direc- 
tion. There is scarcely a man who has 
talked about it that does not express the 
belief that there is a great deal more be- 
hind, which will bring other people tnto 
the matter before it is done with. Wheth- 
er all these partial revelations will result 
in the general assembly at the next session 
ordering a full investigation into the rebate 
matter remains to be seen. Many yreform- 
ers Say that it is now a duty that the 
administration owes the people to order 
such an investigation. It may be mention- 
ed in connection with this matter that the 
first liquor commissioner-+Mr. Traxler— 
was in the city on Sunday. He evidently 
came here to be on the scene while the 
revelations were being made so that he 
could see whether any attempt would be 
made to drag his name in the rebate mire. 


As to the effect of the scandal politically 

and otherwise, it is looked at in various 
ways by the people. It is certain that Gov- 
ernor Evans has not helped his case in 
the senatorial race wy bringing out the 
matter at so late a day. A leading reform- 
er, a man who is in a position to know 
what he is talking about, today stated 
that the revelations which the people con- 
sider so astounding are nothing at all to 
that the public would be 
entertained with provided Mr. Scruggs, 
the clerk of the state board of eontrol, 
could be persuaded to repeat certain state- 
ments that he had made concerning the 
dispensary business. He said he «tid not 
know whether the statements Mr. Scruzzs 
had made were true, but they contained 
revelations that were “really revelations.” 

Mr. Scruggs was absent from the city 
and could not be seen tonight. 

Governor Evans’s Answer.

“Friday afternoon, September 4th, Wall 
came up to Carrie Mvore’s, on Fourth 
street. He was about half drunk. We weng 
in and took a glass of beer. He said some- 
thing about a trouble we had five or six 
years ago. I told him not to bring up some- 
thine that had happened so long ago. He 
said: ‘I have nothing to take back. You 
know it is so.’ I said: ‘No, I don’t know ic 
is so.’ He said: ‘You are a d—n liar.’ 2 said 
he was another. He threw his hand behind 
and drew his pistol. 1 did not strike him, 
but ran up to him to take his pistol away 
from him. He said: ‘G—d d—n you.’ Il 
grabbed him and threw him down on the 
floor. Wall shot me before I threw him 
down. 

“IT had no feeling or malice against Wall. 
I was friendly with him at the time. After 
Wall set up the drinks | asked Wall to 
have a drink with me. Wall asked if I 
had any money to pay for it. I told him I 
did.

Wall Would Say Nothing. 

About 1 o’clock today the body of Strip- 
ling was taken by Undertaker Keating to 
the residence of Mr. George Brooks, a 
brother-in-law of the deceased, on Fourth 
street, between Walnut and Mulberry 
streets, where. Coroner Hollis held an in- 
quest. The verdict of the jury was that 
the killing was murder. 

When Wall was told in jail of the death 
of Stripling he appeared exceeding sorrow- 
ful, but said nothing. The funeral services 
of Stripling will be held tomorrow morhing 
at the vesidence of Mr. Brooks. The de- 
ceased was a married man. Wall is unmar- 
ried. 

Wall has been doing business as a gro- 
ceryman, saloonist and money lender. He 
has paid this year $700 for business licenses. 
It is not known what arrangements he 
will make for the operation of his business 
while he is in jail.

Cave Springs colored Baptist church pre- 
sented an animated scene all day yester- 
day. A revival was in progress and long 
before the hour of commencing services 
five white men, dispensers of illicit whis- 
ky, established themselves within fifty 
yards of the edifice and sold to the ne- 
groes. About the time the opening hymn 
was being sung, several members were 
feeling gleeful, and four or five white men 
were staggering over the grounds. After 
dinner, the preacher and leading members 
begged the drunken men to behave, but 
the appeals were in vain. When Ser- 
vices were announced it seemed to be im- 
possible to get a dozen in the house, so 
engrossed were the members with the 
whisky traffic.

“Years ago you niggers were sold from

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Editor Godkin Tells the Truth. 

A correspondent, referring to the state- 
ment in these columns that the silver 
dollar is not now, never has been and 
never will be redeemable in gold, says: 

“This stumps me. I have been told 
over and over again that the govern- 
ment maintains the silver dollar at par 
with gold by holding itself in readiness 
to redeem it in gold. If what you say 
is true, the fact knocks the main argu- 
ments of our friends, the gold men, sky- 
high.” 

As our correspondent lives in a nearby 
city, it will be an easy matter for him 
to verify the truth of what we say. Let 
him take fifty or a hundred dollars in 
silver to one of the banks in his town 
and demand gold in exchange for them. 
He will be “turned down” with a 
promptness that will cause his head te 
swim. If he vets the gold, it will 
purely as a maiter of accommodation. 

Quite recently a business man of New 
York, who had been reading The Even- 
ing Post's diatribes about “parity” 
and “fiat” money, carried a hundred dol- 
lars in silver to the redemption connter 
of the sub-treasury and demanded gold 
for it. He was politely informed that it 
was not now and never had the 
custom to redeem silver dollars in gold. 
In other words, that there was no ques- 
tion of “parity” involved: that the silver 
dollars stood on their own merits as

been 


-money of final redemption. 


This, as a matter of course, was not 
in accord with the financial teachings 
of Editor Godkin, and the indignant bus- 
iness man immediately wrote a letter of 
inquiry to Editor Godkin’s paver, The 
Evening Post, describing his expe- 
rience and demanding an explanation. 
The Post printed the letter, admitted 
that silver dollars are not redeemable in 
gold, and then proceeded to “give away” 
the whole humbug case of goldbuggery. 
For vears the editor has been preaching 
the doctrine of “intrinsic value.” “par- 
itv,” and warning everybody and his 
wife against “fiat’ money: but. in re- 
plying to his amazed and indignant cor- 
respondent, Editor Godkin adimitted that 
silver was holding its own without the 
aid of gold, and, by way of explanation, 
complacently observed that the most re- 
nowned authorities had made it clear 
that any form of money, even a paper 
currency, could be made as valuable as 
gold; so far as its money use is con- 
cerned, provided its issue is not “exces- 
sive.” 

Our readers will observe that in mak- 
ing this admission, Editor Godkin flies 
in the face of every argument against 
free coinage that the money power has 
ever been able to invent. It uproeots 
their whole contention based on ‘S$n- 
trinsic” value. They claim it holds its 
own all over the world, not because 
there is a “demand” for it in Europe 
and this country—not because the quan- 
tity is not “excessive’—but because of 
its “intrinsic” value. Tlundreds of times 
Editor Godkin and the whole tribe of 
humbuggers have declared. thiat 
ernments cannot create value,” and yet, 
in the face of his own assertions to the 
contrary, he complacently announces to 
a correspondent, who has made a ninny 
of himself at the sub-treasury, that the 
government can make a paper currency 
as valuable as gold, provided the issue 
be not excessive. This means, of course. 
that as the people are compelled to have 
money in their daily transactions—a fact 
that makes the demand for money equa} 
to the combined demand for all other 
forms of property—they will accept pa- 
per as readily as if it were gold. provided 
the issue is not in excess of the de- 
mand. 

If The Evening Post had any ciren- 
lation outside of a small circle of retired 
merchants and bankers, such doctrine as 
this would prove to be very dangerous 
to the cause of gold monometallism; for 
if what it says is true, the people are 
fools to go on running themselves in 
‘debt in the vain effort to establish an 
exclusive gold currency. 

Editor Godkin and all the agents of 
the money power have been claiming 
for several years that the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars, and the issue of paper based 
on them, is excessive. In the very par- 
agraph in which Editor Godkin indorses 
gsreenbackism, he informs his corres- 
pondent that the issue of Sherman 
motes, based on silver, was excessive.

have frequently said hereto- 
gold contracts are payable in 
the legal tender money current when 
they fall due. It is not necessary to be 
a lawyer to know this, and there may be 
some lawyers who are ignorant of it, 
but their ignorance is due to the fact 
that they have not investigated the 
matter.

are acts of the United States 
the state of New York that 


authorize contracts specifically 
payable in gold. But such acts are un- 
constitutional. They are contrary to 
the principles of both the eciviland com- 
mon law, as set forth in the celebrated 
case of the “mixt moneys.” The de- 
cision in that case was that all contracts 
for money are payable in the current 
money of the day and place of payment. 
When the principles of the civil and 
common law are supplanted by a code 
invented by shylockism. gold contracts 
may be collectable in-gold: but until that 
day comes, all money contracts, gold or 
What not. are solvable in the money 
current at the time and place of payment 
—in the money which the sovereign 
power of the government has decreed 
shall be receivable for all publie and 
private dues. 

We refer, of course, only to domestic 
contracts. Gold borrowed from a for- 
eign banker or capitalist is not money 
either actually or legally. It is a com- 
modity until it receives the stamp of 
our government and becomes a legal ten- 
der. Consequently, a contract to pay 
gold to a foreigner is not a money con- 
tract in the legal sense. It is a contract 
to pay a certain commodity. 

But domestic contracts cannot be en- 
rorced in special moneys, A recent de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court illustrates the principle of law to 
which we refer—the case of the Missis- 
sippi levee bonds. These bonds specify 
on their face that they shall be paid«in 
goid coins. The supreme court says 
they are payable in current money. 

The principle involved goes to the 
very root of the sovereign power of the« 
government. It involves the question, 
can the government create money and 
declare it to be a legal tender in the 
payment of all publie and private debts? 
‘To answer that question is to seitle the 
validity of. domestic gold contracts. 
Two citizens, no more than two hundred, 
ean lawfully conspire together to deprive 
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} power. 


the government of its inherent right and 
Congress itself cannot inter- 
vene to annul or abridge this right, for it 
is inherent in the government. Con- 
sequently—to carry the argument a step 
farther than it has vet gone—one need 
only to understand the principle of the 
law to know -that the phrase, “unless 
otherwise specified in the contract,” (to 
be found in the Jeag! tender and silyer 
acts) means nothing whatever, since it 
is an attempt to recognize the annulment 
of the legal sovereign power of the gov- 
ernment by m.eans of a private 
tract. 

Congress makes many laws, but not 
all of them constitutional. The 
phrase we have quoted is precisely as if 
it had never existed. Domestic con- 
tracts cannot be enforced in special 
monev. The scvereign power of the 
government never has been and never 
ean be underminded in that way: and 
no one knows this better than the hum- 
bugs and bluffers who are now attempt- 
to show the evils that will fall 
on those who have contracted to pay 
debts in gold. The banks and the in- 
surance men do not need to be told that 
these contracts are pavable in the money 
eurrent at the time and place of payment, 
but it is to be feared that some of the 
smaller shylocks will havea rude awak- 
ening when the truth is brought home 
to them. 
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Lincoln and the Money Power. 

If those republican newspapers which 
elaim to follow in the footprints of Abra- 
ham Lincoln will only take the pains to 
inquire a little more closely into the 
views of that great American, they will 
find that instead of following in his 
wake they have mistaken the im- 
pressions of his political shoe leather 
for those of some other man.

Hiaving risen from the humbler walks of 
life, his sympathies were at all times 
with the struggling masses.

Indeed he was so opposed to or- 
ganized wealth that on more than one 
occasion he called attention to the dire- 
ful evils which threatened this country 
rapidly increasing power of the 
barons. 

Only a short while before his unfor- 
tunate death he expressed himself in the 
following prophetic language: 

We may congratulate ourselves that 
this cruel was is nearing its close. It 
has cost a vast amount of treasure and 
blood. It has been, indeed, a trying hour 
for the republic; but I see in the near 
future a crisis avproachine that un- 
nerves me and causes me to tremble for 
the safety of my country. As a result 
of the war, corporations have been en- 
throned, and an era of corruption in 
high places will fo.ow, and the money 
power of the country wiil endeavor to 
proiong its reign by working upon the

for the safety of my country than ever 

before, even in the midst of war. God 

grant that my suspicions may prove 

groundless. 
The evils which Mr. Lincoln clearly dis- 
cerned with his far-seeing statesman- 
Ship and which he regarded as more 
calamitous than the frightful experience 
of civil war itself have already assimed 
menacing and tangible shape. No 
longer mere vague and shadowy appre- 
hensions, they have become existing 
realities, and the picture which caused 
Mr. Lincoln to shudder for the future of 
this country has been vividly reproduced 
in the present by the grim artist of pri- 
ration, 

intertaining such pronounced views as 
those above quoted, could Mr. Lincoln, 
were he alive today, obtain his consent 
to vote for a national ticket which stands 
for the very evils which he dreaded? 
surely he could not without changing 
his political creed and falsifying every 
principle upon which he stood. 

Indeed, if the St. Louis platform may 
be taken as a fair exposition of what is

Iiow ridiculous, therefore, are 
Claims of these gold standard organs 
even in the light which republican his- 
tory itself sheds upon the matter.

Senator Thurston as a Humbug. 

One of the most conspicuous and irre- 
pressible humbugs of the present cam- 
paign is Senator Join M. Thurston, of 
Nebraska. 

Though bailing from the same state as 
the democratic nominee for president, 
this arch humbug can no more be com- 
pared to William J. Bryan, the man 
whose good name he has sought to in- 
jure more than once during this cam- 
paign, than Hyperion can be compared 
to a Satyr. 

No republican speaker has more will- 
fully perverted the truth to suit his 
mercenary views on the money question 
or more flatly contradicted his own past 
record than Senator Thurston. Such has 
been the venom which he has brought 
to bear in his repeated assaults upon the 
democratic nominee that even his own 
newspaper allies have refused to print 
or take any stock whatever in*his base 
and envious fabrications. 

That Senator Thurston is nothing more 
than a shrewd, unscrupulous political 
trickster is shown by more than one 
straw during the present campaign. Re- 
peatedly something or.other in his past 
record looms up before him and com- 
pletely destroys the force of his argu- 
ment even upon those avho listen to his 
abusive tirades with sympathetic ears.

Having contradicted himself in such 
positive terms as the above language in- 
dicates, Senator Thurston shows that 
he is not a man to betrusted. Asa hum- 
bug, he has madea brilliant record dur- 
ing this campaign.

It said the other day that silver 
dollars are not redeemable in gold. and 
now it says that the government is 
“pledged”—not by the law, in the 
usual sense of the word—but just sim-

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EDITORIAL. COMMENT. 


Twoeyears ago a commission was appoint- 
ed by the Philadelphia council to inquire 
into the feasibility of a ship canal be- 
tween that city and New York. After mak- 
ing a thorough investigation of the subject 
the committee has at last submitted a re- 
port. The substance of this report taken 
from The New York Post, is as follows: 
“Two surveys were made, both of which 
contemplated the use of the Delaware rive? 
as faras Bordentown. The route which met 
with the committee’s approval runs from 
Bordentown in a line nearly parallel with 
the Pennsylvania ratlroad to a point near 
Monmouth Junction, where it deflects east- 
erly, passing down the valley of Lawrence 
brook to Parson’s dam, and thence north- 
easterly to the mouth of the Raritan river, 
at Sayreville. The total distance by this 
route from Philadelphia to the battery is 
about ninety-two miles. By way of Cape 
May and the ocean the distance is 274 
miles. The canal proper would be 31.4 miles, 
It is proposed to construct the canal at an 
elevation of fifty-six feet. There would be 
three locks of twenty feet each at either 
end of the canal. Estimates are given tor 
canals of two sizes, one to be 100 feet wide 
on the surface and twenty feet deep, the 

ther 184 feet wide and twenty-eight feet 
Baie. The estimated cost of the smaller 
canal {s $14,264,600, and of the larger $23,- 
894,700. It would also be necessary to deep- 
en the rivers leading to the canal, a work 
which falls within the jurisdiction of the 
United States government. The estimates 
for this are as follows: For the twenty-foot 
canal, $925,863; for the twenty-eight-foot 
canal, $3,125,700. In discussing the expedien- 
cy,of the project the report states that a 
vessel steaming at ten miles an hour will 
take 27.4 hours to cover the ocean route, 
the time in the latter case being less than 
ten miles an hour, in consequence of pass- 
through the canal and of the 
detention at locks. The economy of time 
to sailing vessels and barges would be 
greater than for steamers, It is also point- 
ed out that by avoiding storms cheaper 
vessels would be available by the internal 
waterway. The report makes a favorable 
answer to the question, will it pay. It is 
estimated that an annual commerce of 
7.000.000 tons might be expected, A tonnage 
charge of @ cents on half that amount 
of commerce would pay 5 per cent on $20,000, 
the amount of capital thought to be 
needed, 
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Desplie the many thousand words in the 
Enelish language each man has compara- 
tively a small vocabulary.

Whitehall Street Will Be Repaved Un- 
less Alderman Colvin’s Plans 
Are Successful—New Census 
Favored—Other Actions 
of the Council. 


The city council held its regular semi- 
monthly meeting yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall. An effort was made to secure 
an adjournment on account of its being 
Labor Day, but there was so much routine 
business to be transacted that the motion 
to adjourn until Wednesday was promptly 
yoted down. 

The most important business of the day 
was the passage of resolutions introduced 
by Councilman Culberson, which provided 
for a reduction in the present rate of tax- 
ation from one and a half per cent to one 
and a quarter per cent. The change was 
made because the present rate, one and a 
half per cent, which has existed for twen- 
ty years or more, was considered too high 
by the members of the council. 

There was not a single vote against the 
resolutions,, which are as follows: 
“Whereas, the present rate of taxation 
existing in the city of Atlanta is generally 
considered burdensome, and a constant de- 
mand for a reduction is being made; and, 
“Whereas, the policy of paying as we 
go and leaving no deficit at the end of the 
year pursued by the present administration 
has made a reduction feasible; and, | 
“Whereas, we, the general council of 18%, 
recognize the need for actual relief; there- 
fore, be it 
‘Resolved by the 
council: 

“First, That our committee on legisla- 
tion and ordinances be instructed to have 
prepared and presented to the next general 
assembly of Georgia, with a request from 
this body for its passage, an amendment 
to the charter of the city of Atlanta, fixing 
the tax rate of said city at one ana uone- 
fourth (14) per cent, the same to go into 
effect in 1897, 

“Resolved, second, That it is the sense 
of this council that said reduction be made, 
without any increase of assessment of 
property, and our tax assessors are hereby 
instructed that no increase of assessments, 
because of said reduction, is to be made by 
them. 

“Resolved, third, That from the income 
derived by said tax levy, based on a fair 
valuation of the property, on the basis now 
existing, all the city departments shall be 
Operated, and, if necessary, every appro- 
Priation to the support of the same shall 
be reduced proportionately to meet the 
exigencies arising by reason of the change 
in said rate.’’ 

This reduction would reduce the city’s 
revenue $155,000 if the 1897 assessment was 
on $54,000,000, as it was in 1896, but there 
have been so many new buildings erected 
this year and so many improvements that 
there will be much more property subject 
to taxation next year than there was this 
year. and that will greatly reduce the de- 
ficiency of $135,000. 


Will Take a New Census. 

The monthly message from the mayor ap- 
Proving ordinances and passing on resolu- 
tions, etc., was then read. 

The recommendation of the committee on 
legislation that the legislature be requested 
to modify the charter of the city so that 
& census can be taken was approved by the 
council, and the matter will be taken be- 
fore the legislature at the next session. 
This census ig for the purpose of having the 
Atlanta postoffice changed from a second- 
Class to a first-class office. 

In order to make the census legal it will 
be necessary for the secretary of state to 
superintend the work of taking the census, 
and it was for this purpose that yesterday's 
action was taken by the council. 

The committee that has had the consid- 
eration of the new city hall proposition in 
charge reported a recommendation that the 
tity take some action in regard to the es- 
tablishment of a sinking fund for purchas- 
ing a lot and building a new city hall at 
an early a date as possible.

Each 
teacher will make a report to Superintend- 
ent Slaton, but until all the reports have 
been compiled the number of pupils. will 
not be known. 

Crew street school has the largest num- 
ber of students of any school in the city 
and probably of any single school in the 
south. Yesterday morning about 970 chil- 
dren applied for admittance to this school 
and it is crowded to 1ts full capacity. It 
is by far the Iargest school in the city. 
Since its renovation it has sixteen rooms 
and seventeen teachers are kept busy. 

The other schools are crowded in the 
Same proportion, and by the end of the 
week every school in the city will have 
as many children as it can hold. 

Book Sales Were Lively. 

he book stores did a land office bust- 
ness all day yesterday, and they were 
crowded from morning until night. All 
during the afternoon the streets were 
crowded with children who had come into 
the city to buy their books. All the book 
stores received their share of patronage 
and the clerks in none of them were idle 
for a moment during the day. 

The schools will be in working order 
this morning and today the children will 
recite their first Tessons. So complete were 
the arrangements this year that instead of 
taking a week to get settled down the 
children will begin active work at once. 

Major Slaton said yesterday that he was 
highly pleased with the opening of the 
schools and expected that this would be 
the greatest school year that Atlanta has 
ever experienced. 

He is enthusiastic over the prospects, as 
are all the members of the board of edu- 
cation. 

The night school opened last night with 
a larger attendance than usual. It will 
be under the management of Professor 
Bass, and there is every reason to believe 
that the year will be one of unprecedented 
success. 


BURIED IN HARRIS COUNTY. 


Mr. Thomas P. Hutchinson’s Early 


Death Cut Short a Promising Life. 
Mr. Thomas P. Hutchinson, announce- 
ment of whose death was printed in Sun- 
day’s Ccnstitution, was buried Sunday at 
the old family homestead in Harris county, 
near West Point, Ga. He had been in bad 
healta for four or five years, but the im- 
mediate cause of his death was typhoid 
fever. 

Mr. Hutchinson was a chemist by pro- 
fession, and had spent the latter part of 
his tife as chemist for sugar houses in 
Louisiana and the Sandwich islands. A 
year ago he resigned a position he then 
held as professor in the Louisiana sugar 
school.and assistant director of the J.onisi- 
ana sugar experiment station and came to 
his home in College Fark, where he re- 
mained until his death on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 5th. He was weli Enown in At- 
lanta. where he had many relatives and 
riends. 
Mr. FRytchinson was thirty-eight years 
of age at the time of his death. He had 
held a number of responsible positions in 
the line of his position and stood high in 
the estimation of those with whom he was 
assoctated,. both professionally and other- 
wise. A year ago, when he resigned his 
position at the Louisiana experiment sta- 
tion, he was offered a most desirable place 
in the Sandwich islands as director of a 
Sugar experiment station there, but on ac- 
count of his health was forced to decline 
the offer.

ROBBERY THEGHARGE, 


Deputy Marshal W. K. Crow Placed 
Under Arrest. 


HAS BORNE A GOOD REPUTATION 


Insists That It Is a Case of Mistaken 
. Identity. 


REVENUE OFFICIALS BELIEVE HIM INNOCENT 


Was Well Known in Atlanta and the 
News of His Arrest Created a Sen- 
sation Among His Friends. 


——————— 


W. K. Crow, a deputy marshal of the 
northern district of Georgia, located at Co- 
lumbus, was arrested in that city Sunday 
charged with robbery, and brought through 
Atlanta yesterday on his way to Marietia, 
where he will be given @ hearing. 

Crow has always borne an excellent repu- 
tation with the federal authorities in this 
city, to whom he always made his reports. 
It created nothing short of a sensation 
when the news came yesterday to the 
United States building, where all the rev- 
enue officials stay, that Crow had been ar- 
rested on a charge preferred by a man 
named Rice, of Cobb county. Rice claims 
that Crew robbed him of $300 on the public 
highway a few miles from Marietta, on Au- 
gust 26th. 

Many of the officials declared positively 


yesterday that there must be some mistake 


as Crow was one of the Dest mend@in the ser- 
vice. 

Rice says in his charges that he was 
about four miles from Marietta, when Crow 
robbed him of all the money in his pos- 
session, 

Crow insists that he is innocent and 
Claims that he can establish a complete 
alibi, 

He declared yesterday 
nothing at all of the 
he was arrested Sunday. 

The man who brings the charges first 
charged the crime to a man named Reed. 
He offered a reward for Reed, describing 
him in the offer of reward. The descrip- 
tion of Reed was entirely different from a 
description of Crow and the arrest of Crow 
is a secondary thing, which causes the 
revenue officials in Atlanta to have re- 
newed confidence in the belief that there is 
a mistake somewhere. 

Crow lived in Jasper, Pickens county, be- 
fore he was made a deputy marshal. Then 
he moved to Columbus. In August, when it 
is alleged that the robbery was committed, 
Crow was doing work on an assignment in 
Cherokee county. 

He was working in the vicinity of Cobb 
county on a revenue case when the rob- 
bery occurred, and Rice, after first trying 
to convict Reed without success, Jaid the 
charge at Crow's door. 

The case will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing soon at Marietta. Crow insists that a 
great wrong has been done him and that it 
is purely a case of mistaken identity. He 
Says that he did not come along the road 
where the robbery was committed that day 
and that the proofs of an alibi are abso- 
lute. 

Marshal Dunlap was seen yesterday and 
asked concerning the character of the man. 
He said: 

“Crow has always borne a good charac- 
ter and has been a good and faithful officer. 
I cannot believe that a man who has been 
as faithful to his work and has given as 
splendid satisfaction as he has can be 
guilty of the crime charged. No one in the 
revenue service who Knows him believes it. 
There must be some mistake.”’

PITTS BROUGHT TO ATLANTA. 


The Desperate Man Who Tried To Kill 
McAfee Behind the Bars. 


Joe Pitts, the alleged moonshiner who was 
arrested Saturday night near Toccoa, 
charged with assaulting Deputy Revenue 
Collector McAfee, was brought to Atlanta 
yesterday from Gainesville, where he was 
given a preliminary trial before Judge Gas- 
ton and by him committed to jail. He was 
brought to the Fulton jail for safe Keep- 
ing. 

Pitts was one of the men who were selling 
whisky from a wagon to negroes a mile 
from Toccoa Saturday when discovered by 
revenue officers. There were two other 
men occupying the wagon with Pitts, all 
armed. Pitts, it is claimed, did his best 
to kill McAfee, placing the revolver at 
the deputy’s breast and pulling the trig- 
ger, The revolver did not fire and Mc- 
Afee grappled with him in a desperate 
struggle. Pitts tried a second time to shoot 
McAfee, but without success. McAfee suc- 
ceeded in knocking Pitts senseless with 
the butt end of the pistol, which he had 
wrested from the outlaw’s hand. 

McAfee was shot in the head in the 
same locality about a month ago, but the 
bullet did not pierce the _~— skull, sliding 
around his head beneath the scalp, giving 
him a wound which healed in about three 
weeks. 

Deputy Marshal Camp, who was stabbed 
at the same time, and in the same fight 
in which Pitts was captured by McAfee, is 
expected to die. When Camp grappled with 
Pitts’s colleague, who is unknown, having 
made his escape, the man threw 
his arms around Camp and with a sharp- 
bladed dirk stabbed him in the back seven 
times. The keen blade pierced some of the 
vital organs, and at last accounts Camp 
was dangerously ill and not expected to 
live. 

Pitts, after being reported to Marshal 
Dunlap in the federal building, was. sent 
to the county jail. 
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HANGINGS COME HIGH. 


Executions Cost the Sheriff More Than 
His Fee Allowed by Law. 

When the sheriff carries out the death 
sentence imposed by the court, he spends 
about $5 for every one he receives 

The execution last Friday cost Sheriff 
Barnes about $50, and he received for the 
job just $10, 

It costs money to place the scaffold in 
position, and the sheriff must pay the car- 
penters; it costs money to get the rope, 
and there are many other items of expense. 
The death watch is paid $4 for each twenty- 
four hours. The watch Was on in Hanye’s 
case seven days, at a cost of $28, 

“The sheriff receives $10 from the coun- 
ty,”’ said Sheriff Barnes yesterday, “but 
I never think of taking it and using it. I 
generally give it to the men who pull the 
trap.”’

PHONETIC SPELLING IN. ATLANTA. 


The advocates of a phonetic system of 
spelling may or may not have a just case. 
There are some good arguments pro and 
con. As is well known, there are thou- 
sands of educated men in the United States 
and-England who are striving earnestly to 
have the system adopted by the English- 
speaking people everywhere. Many of 
them are devoting the greater part of their 
time to this work and they may succeed, 
but they will probably fail. 

It is at least an interesting study to 
watch the progress of these modern philo}- 
ogists who purpose to break down the pre- 
cedence of hundreds of years at one fell 
swoop. So interested are the promoters 
of the scheme that they publish every week 
a periodical which is devoted exclusively 
to the work of setting forth the advantages 
of a change to the new and simple phonetic 
style. 

These up-to-date spellers are more dar- 
ing in their plans than the renowned Max 
Muller, who boasted that h@&could make an 
entire language that would supply the 
needs of any enlightened people ovt of one 
hundred original words. From one Latin 
word it is easy for almost anyone to find 
at least a dozen derivatives. Max Muller's 
claim was that with one hundred Latin 
roots he could make a language of several 
thovsand words which would express every 
thought of intelligent men. The phonetic 
spellers lay Max Muller’s claim in 
the shade. They do not want a single 
Original root on which to build their lan- 
guage, but intend to throw roots to the 
winds and build upon the mere sound of 
the words as they are now pronounced. 

A few letters are printed below to give 
an idea of the new method of spelling if 
this style were to be adopted. These let- 
ter3, however, were not written by the 
sefentific word builders, but by some of 
our fellow citizens who were trying to 
spell correctly. The letters are used with 
no names attached, as it is not the purpose 
of this article to ridicule anyone, but merely 
to show that there are ways of spelling 
now current in Atlanta never dreamed of 
before. / 

The first is from an Atlanta lawyer, a 
practitioner before the Atlanta bar, wno 
does a considerable business. Not a word 
has teen changed, the punctuation, the 
capitals, the diction, everything is repro- 
duce! exactly as it was written. If the 
lawver keeps a cupy book record of all 
of his business letters there is without 
doubt in that book as many = misspelled 
wo'ds in every letter as is seen in the 
following. As the plaintiff's attorney Ne 
wrote to a brother lawyer who was rep- 
resenting the other side of the case as fol- 
lows:

Down te One-Half. 


GREATEST CUT IS ON THE BAY 


North Carolina’s Commission Orders 
Roads To Reduce Locals To Cor- 
respond with Through Rates. 


The rate war underwent a nominal but 
not an actual change yesterday, when the 
Southern put in a 50 per cent cut rate sheet 
from Baltimore and Virginia cities to At- 
lanta, Athens, Elberton, Carlisle, Clinton 
and Greenwood, S. C. 

Both the Southern and the Seaboard were 
working business on this basis, by handling 
freight local from Baltimore to Portsmouth, 
and thence south by locals. 

For instance, the Bay line and the South- 
ern’s steamer line on the Chesapeake had 
cut first-class rates between Baltimore and 
Portsmouth to 5 cents a 100, and the rate 
from Portsmouth to Atlanta was 49 cents, 
so the combination was 54 cents. The South- 
ern has issued new sheets authorizing 
through bills of lading at the rate which 
was already being charged by the combina- 
tion. The Seaboard jumped in quickly and 
its new sheets will be here in a day or two. 
There does not appear to be any difference 
to the shippers in cost whether the freight 
comes on a through bill or on a combination.

“It is therefore ordered by this commis- 
sion that all roads doing business within 
the state of North Carolina shall reduce 
their local tariffs, passenger and freight, 
in the same proportion as has been done 
by them on their through business.”’

This man 
Hinton came up just as he agreed to ao 
and told the whole details about how he 
and Dunaway killed the negro and how 
they came to do it. He said that Sutton 
was the man that hired them to do it, and 
who concocted the whole scheme because 
he hae fallen out with the negro avout a 
Settlement, and threatened their lives if 
they didn’t kill him. 


Part That Watson Played. 

“You see now we never had ev:denze to 
convict any one of them until We got that. 
. We put that before the jury and Sutton, 
who was a third party man—and, by the 
way, the three men charged with the kill- 
ing were third party men—-got a man 
to swear to such facts as went to show 
that Hinton was not there, and Mr. Tom 
Watson, who was one of the lawvers for 
Sutton, argued before the jury that Hinton 
was not guilty, but that Hinton had sworn 
as he did in order to try to get himself out 
of trouble. 

“Tne jury staid out nearly a week. Some 
believed that Sutton was guilty, but they 
had to believe it bevond a reasonable doubt, 
and after being out several days finaliy 
they agreed to a verdict of not guiity. That 
looked bad, the lawyers were disappointed, 
hut Hinton had done what he agreed to ao. 
Now let me put it to every coiored man 
here.

A Decided Improvement in the Art of 
Warfare. 

In modcrn warfare it is not necessary, 
theoretically, to Fill, the object being 
nirong civilized nations to place antago- 
nists hors du combat. The memorable strug- 
gle between the Russians and Turks in 1877 
was the last cccasion on which two gagat 
European powers met in conflict, accord- 
ing to a writer in Tid-Bits. 

Since that time the armies of most of 
the great nations have been armed with a 
new kind of magazine rifle. This weapon 
has a greatly reduced barrel caliber besides 
possessing the advantage of being enabled 
to pour a number of shots rapidly at a crit- 
ical moment. The recent campaign in 
Chitral, and a few cases of accidents which 
have occurred on or near rifle ranges, go to 
prove that in future wars the wounds in- 
flicted will be of a mitigated nature. 

The various properties of the Lee-Metford 
missile which are likely to affect the char- 
acter of wounds produced by the “humane” 
bullet are its smaller size and lighter weight 
compared with the projectile of the Snider 
and the Martini rifles, 

This result, as the lHmited experience 
gained tends to show, is a cleaner-cut 
would much smaller in size and with very 
little destruction of the parts of the body 
traversed by the bullet.

The ma- 
jesties drove directly from the station to 
the parade ground. Though the ground 
was in bad condition, in consequence of 
the heavy rains yesterday, and the sky 
overcast, the programme was carried out, 
but the movements of the troops were nec- 
essarily unsatisfactory. 

The czar and the kaiser rode back to the 
city at the head of the color companies, 
and the czarina and empress were driven 
back in a carriage. The two imperial 
couples .took dinner together at the stan- 
dehaus, no others being present except the 
members of their respective courts. 

At 6 o’clock this evening the czar and 
ezarina started for Kiel.

A fair was in progress at Rockport, ky., 
last week, and Professor Goodwin, of Ow- 
ensboro, thinking it a good time to adver- 
tise his college, packed his grip with circu- 
lars and catalogues pertaining to the 
school and went up. Simultaneously the 
idea struck an Owensboro gambler that 
the Rockport fair would be a “snap” for 
him to “turn an honest penny,” and he too 
packed his grip with a layout of such 
games as hieronymus, California sweat 
cloth, chuck-a-luck, etc., and went up also. 
The professor and the gentleman of the 
cloth stopped at the same hostelry and their 
grips got considerably mixed in the shuf- 
fe.

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As to Sewal! ian —n’ 


Editor Constituton—Which shall it be 
Bryan and Sewall or Bryan and Watson? 
Answering for myself, I shall vote for 
Bryan and Sewall, because, first of all, I 
desire the success of the cause they repre- 
sent. I want the free coinage of silver 
for the good it will do all our people 
and am unwilling to jeopardize its triumphs 
by splits. and divisions which might en- 
danger it. Sectional pride and sentiment 
are not to be ignored, but whether we of 
the south like it or not, Wwe-may as well 
recognize the fact that the time has not 
yet-come for the nomination of any south- 
ern man, either as president or vice pres- 
ident. While millions of bread, liberal 
minded men at the north would vote for 
him, there is quite a percentage, sufficiently 
numerous to control the baiance of power 
and decide elections, who still nurse their 
prejudices and would vote against the 
ticket on that ground, who otherwise 
would support a free silver ticket. In 
this campaign We are striving for practi- 
cal results and we cannot afford to hazard 
the success of our cause by a Quixotic 
and vain diversion in behalf of a southern 
candidate. As a confederate soldier, 
writing thirty years after the war, l much 
regret the existence of this pregnant fact 
which has been confirmed both by my 
reading and observation. Our de legates at 
Cnicago realized this and refused to nonr- 
inate Mr. Bland, of Missouri, for the same 
reason they reluctantiy declined to nom- 
inate so distinguished and popular a man 
as Senator Joe Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
for vice president. And even on the re- 
publican side, a prominent republican news- 
paper. served notice on Governor Bradley, 
of Kentucky, that he came from the wrong 
side of the Ohio river and could not, there- 
fore, hope for the republican nomination 
for the presidency, and their St. Louis 
convention, though powerfully and ur- 
gently pressed, refused the vice presiden- 
tial nomination to any southern man. Any 
diligent reader ot the northern press will 
find ample confirmation of this sectional 
prejudice, whic h still survives the lapse 
of so many years. The protest against the 
planting a sprig of ivy from the grave 
of General Lee on northern soil, and still 
later the plucking up and stealing of the 
ivy after it had been planted, and the 
fierce editorials. in a Chicago paper ap- 
proving the theft, show that our Chicago 
delegates acted wisely, Bourke Cockran’'s 
savage assault on the southern people, in 
his recent alleged answer to Bryan, is but 
an instance in conlirmation of this un- 
welconre truth.

HIS WILL PROBATED 


Last Testament of A. F. Cooledge Filed 
in Solemn Form Yesterday.

LEAVES HIS WIFE $25,000 


——. 


Aiter Remembering Nearly All His 
Kindred He Leaves the Residue 
of His Estate to His Son. 


The last will and testament of the late 
Aurelian F. Cooledge Was probated in sol- 
emn form yesterday morning before Ordi- 
nary Calhoun. 

The will, which was signed August 6, 
1896, was filed for probate August 28, 1896. 

In the usual form Mr. Cooledge declared 
that he was of sound and discerning mind 
at the time the will was executed and de- 
livered. He asks that his body be buried 
without any unusual ceremonies and that 
the services be simple. All just debts 
owed by him at the time of his death are 
ordered paid out of his estate. Mr. J. F. 
Cooledge, his brother, is appointed execu- 
tor and is authorized to take charge of 
the estate without making any bond. 

Mr. Cooledge gives his wife the home 
on -Merritts avenue. In addition to the 
real estate, Mrs. Cooledge is to receive 
all life insurance policies carried by her 
husband at the time of his death, amount- 
ing in all to about $25,000. 

Out of her husband’s estate, she is to re- 
ceive an annual income of $2,000, which is 
to be paid her for her support in monthly 
installments, the first payment to be 
made within thirty days after his death. 
This income is to be paid her as long as 
she lives, provided she remains a widow. 
In the event she marries the payment its 
to cease. 

To Norman Cooledge, the son, Mr. Cool- 
edge has given consent and made arrange- 
ments that the young man be thoroughly 
educated, this education to be paid from 
the income of the estate. When Norman 
reaches his majority he is to receive the 
residue of his father’s estate. 

To his sister, Georgia Gable, 1s deeded 
$800 by her brother and to each of her 
children the executor of the estate is 
authorized to pay $400. Lilian McDaniel is 
to receive $200. To each of the children of 
i’. J. Cooledge is given $100. Mrs. Eliza 
Peeples, the mother of Mrs. Cooledge, is to 
receive $5 In the will her’ son-in-law 
makes mention of her love and kindness 
during his married life.

The charge of Judge 
grand jury was quite lengthy, but in it 
was contained some exceedingly whole- 
some advice. Judge Lumpkin made sever- 
al specific charges. The first charge of 
this character was in regard to gaming. 
He said that the state of Georgia was 
agetermined, by the aid and co-operation 
of its good citizens, to stamp this evil out 
of existence. He said that gambling was 
not only wrong in itself, but many evils 
could be traced to that sin. He said a 
man who gambled might later on be a 
forger and an embezzler, and the fondness 
for the game might be the cause of bur- 
glary and even murder, 

Concealed weapons were touched upon at 
length by the judge. Concealed weapons, 
in his opinion were the most dangerous 
and deadly of all evils, as a friendly 
frolic might result in tragedy because the 
pistol was at hand, and while in a passion 
it might be fired. 

Judge Lumpkin said he could not place 
too much emphasis upon the crime of sell- 
ing whisky to a man who was already 
drunk. These and many other violations 
of the law were spoken of and the jury 
Was advised and urged by Judge Lumpkin 
to see that all violations of the law were 
given attention and all prisoners guilty of 
any crime be convicted and punished ac- 
cording to law. 

During the day a number of indictments 
were returned by the new grand jury, and 
at 2 o’clock the jury adjourned until this 
morning at © o'clock. 

The city court and the city criminal court 
will both meet this morning at 9 o'clock 
and will begin work.

HIS REASON LEAVES HIM, TOO. 


A New York Lawyer Who Lost a 
$5,000,C00 Fee. 
From The New York Journal. 

A few weeks ago there was removed to 
Blocmingdale asylum a well known law- 
yer, whose mind was unsettled because he 
had fixed it on a $5,000,000 fee and lost his 
case. 

In 18982 George W. Wilson ranked among; 
the ablest practitioners at the New York 
bar. It was in November of that year that 
lie undertook the case which has robbed 
him of reason and made him the inmate of 
a cell in the ward for incurables at Bloom- 
ingdale—the famous Seaman will contest. 

The Seaman heirs who were not included 
in the will determined, in November, 1892, 
to fight more vigorously for the great for- 
tune they declared should be theirs. 50 
Gilbert Shute, as tgeir representative, con- 
sulted Mr. Wilson and placed the interests 
of the heirs in his hands. 

Twenty millions of dollars was the vast 
sum at stake. The heirs offered $5,000,000 
of this to Mr. Wilson if he won the case. 

From that day Lawyer Wilson was a 
different man. Gradually all other busi- 
ness was abandoned by him, and he devoted 
his time to the contest for millions. A 
strange fact was that he never seemed to 
consider the probability of defeat, and con- 
stantly planned what he would do with the 
$5,000,000, 

The most eminent lawyers were engaged 
by the beneficiaries of the will to repre- 
sent them. Never was legal battle ‘nore 
desperately contested. Still Mr. Wilson 
saw only omens of victory. Step by step 
the case advanced to trial. Link by link 
the chain of evidence of both sides was 
forged. 

Threatening letters were received by Mr. 
Wilson. He was warned that he would be 
attacked personally. Une day he 
struck from behind with a sandbag. Noth- 
ing daunted him, however. He worked 
harder than ever before and laughed at 
all suggestions of failure. 

At last the suit came to trial in the state 
supreme court. Though a dozen lawyers ap- 
peared for the defendants Mr. Wilson scoff- 
ed at the idea of assistance and fought the 


battle single handed. When the evidence was 


all-in Mr. Wilson left the courtroom with 
a smile on his face, but it was the last 
time he ever smiled. Night aftér night he 
had planned and replanned as to what he 
would do with the vast fortune which he 
would receive, so that the next day when 
he returned to the court and learned that 
the other side had won, that the fortune 
he had reckoned upon had slipped from 
his grasp, he uttered a groan and fell to 
the ground. 

He was driven in a carriage to his home. 
where he raved about the $5,000,000 for 
many weeks. He was never the same man 
afterwards. Silent and morose, he brooded 
over his downfall until his mind gave 
way. 

Not until a few weeks ago was it found 
necessary to remove the lawyer to an in- 
sane asylum. After he had lost the case, 
but before he had become dangerously in- 
sane, Wilson promised the elevator boy 
of the building where he had his office 
that he would give him $100,000, and every 
day he arrived at the office he begged par- 
don because he was unable to fulfill his 
promise. 

The policeman on the beat near his resi- 
dence was to get a half million. To Mayor 
Strong he offered a million outright, but 
the mayor declined the offer. 

Whoever went to see Wilson at his office 
he promised fortunes. ‘I am worth $5,000, - 
£00."" was what he said, but today he finds 
himself confined in a padded cell in the 
Bloomingdale asylum destined to end his 
days behind the bars. Physicians say his 
disease is incurable. :

ARE THE OLDEST EVER FOUND 


Will Change Completely the Chronol- 
ogy of the Old Testament and 
Astound Orthodox B:lisvers. 


“Whoscever removes this inscribed stone, 
may Bel, Shamasy and Ninna root him out 
and destroy his posterity.” 

This curse Sargon, the great Semitic king, 
had engraved ‘n cuneiform characters on 
the door sockets of the entrance of the 
temple at Nippur, the primitive city of the 
Babylonian kingdom and the oldest city on 
the face of the earth. But it has proved to 
be no terror to the science of the nineteenth 
century. Nippur has been lifted from the 
grave of the past. The American Assyriol- 
ogist has been able to say, with King Na- 
buna’id, “‘What for ages no king among 
kings had seen, the old foundation of Na- 
ram Sin, that saw I.” The pickax and the 
shovel have been his friends. 

The excavations at Nippur, the first city 
of the earth, according to the ancient Sum- 
erian legends of creation, are sending forth 
a flood of Iife on the earliest history of our 
race, and may cause a revolution, or rather 
vive a more accurate knowledge of Biblical 
dates in their relation to science.

Cuneiform inscrip- 
tions have been. found and deciphered, 
showing that they date back fully 2,250 
vears earlier than any records of the world. 
And the end is not yet. It may be that 
inscribed stone and clay may 
ten thousand years before Christ. 

Egypt a Babe in History. 

Already Egypt, with her pyramids and 
her ancient records has been transformed 
in the light of these recent discoveries into 
a mere babe in history, while Nippur prom- 
ises to prove the truth of the age-worn 
Sumerian legends. Nippur now stands as a 
name for what is evidently a series of 
cities built on the ruins of one another— 
giants of the past sleeping in the oldest 
grave in the oldest world. When the As- 
syriologists began their work of excava- 
tion and sank their shafts they thought 
they had found. the ancient Nippur, Re- 
cords in the time of the famous Sargon and 
of King Ur-Gur were unearthed. The 
scientists trembled with joy and there was 
a tumultuous haste to show the treasures 
in museums. 

But the latest excavations prove that be- 
neath what was believed to be the ancient 
city of Nippur is another mass of ruins- 
the debris of a more archaic and more in- 
teresting Nippur, in which cuneiform in- 
seribed tablets have the mark of antedating 
by thousands of years previous discoveries, 
It has been decided that they belong to a 
period about 7000 B.- C., and possibly run 
back as far as 10000 B. C. But the excava- 
tion of this older city is by no means com- 
plete. The belief is that older records than 
any already found are lying there waiting 
to be unearthed, 

That Nippur ruins contain a series of 
cities has been believed by the excavators 
for at least a year. When shafts were 
sunk in the recent explorations it Was 
found that Nippur discovered by the early 
expedition was a later city. This was 
proved by the difference in the character 
of the ruins, just as in geology the strata 
of the earth vary and show different times 
of formation. 

The excavators as early as 18% saw that 
the Nippur mound exhibited a series of 
civilizations. Consequently, the main in- 
terest that was attached to this discovery 
was that of determining the age of the in- 
scribed records. In several places the rujins 
have been penetrated to the bed rock. 

Revolution in Biblical Beliefs. 

That the discoveries will create a revolu- 
tion in some tiblical beliefs is known. 
Early in the work there was a most modest 
to such*dates as Christian 
scholars had assigned. But as the work 
prcegressed it became evident that the sen- 
timental end should be droyped and that 
the explorations must cling to selentific 
lines purely, in order to be weighed and 
tested. Fhe excavators have left it to the 
future to show the conformity between 
these ancient records and the Bible. 

There is no assertion that the ‘lisagree- 
ment. will be lasting, but it is known that 
there are seemingly differences which must 
be explained. The age of the tablets and 
vases found at Nippur can be accurately 
determined. They show the world to be 
older than had been believed formerly— 
much older in fact. Now the age of the 
earliest history of our race becomes more 
of a conjecture than ever before. It may 
be, however, that in the ruins of Nippur 
some record which has lain there for cen- 
turies and centuries, may be found, permit- 
ting the historian to begin at the beginning 
of history and write a consecutive account 
of our race. 

The Rev. Dr. John P. Peters, who was 
director of the first exped'tion to Nippur, 
and laid the foundation for the great work, 
his views on the results of the 
explorations, so far as they relate to the 
age of the Nippur civilization, and also 
what effect the discoveries would have on 
Biblical beliefs and dates. Dr. Peters is 
very busy with his literary work, and it 
was at some inconvenience that he was en- 
abled to find time to carry out the request 
I made. He has been at his home, No. 202 
West One Hundred and Third street, nearly 
all summer, in order to get his literary task 
in such shape that he can secure a little 
rest. Dr. Peters is a most careful invest gat- 
or and a Semitic scholar of high standing. 
It was with no small interest that I lis- 
tened to his views. “He said: 

“One result of the explorations conduct- 
ed by the University of Pennsylvania at 
Nippur has been to show that civilized man 
inhabited that city and the whole country 
of Babylon at an age hitherto unsuspected. 
We found there written documents from 
about 4500 B. C., and the writing on these 
documents was in a semi-syllabiec seript, 
with conventional characters only recog- 
n Zable in a few cases as originally pictures, 
Evidently there was a long process of de- 
velopment behind this script, extending, 
presumably, over centuries; say, rough'y, 
that writing was invented in Babylonia 
about 5000 B. C. 

Long Period of Training. 

“As early as that Was a true arch with a 
keystone found by Haynes, At least a 
thousand years earlier than that, as shown 
by our excavations, Nippur was a city. 
Its inhabitants made pottery, used copper 
and gold, baked bricks, built houses and 
temples, conducted a considerable com- 
merce, had laws and a stable form of goy- 
ernment, and were in general civilized. 
It is evident that there must have been 
a long period of tra'ning and development 
preceding the attainment of this stage of 
Civilization. These general conclusions 
are corroborated by the work of a French 
expedition, which has also been exploring 
in the valley of the Euphrates, about fifty 
Or sixty miles south of Nippur, and, as 
far as civilization in general is concerned, 
by recent explorations in Egypt. Recent 
explorations in the Troad in Greece, in 
As.a Minor, Syria and southern Arabia al} 
point in the same direction. Man was 
Civilized far earler than had hitherto been 
supposed. The) explorations at Nippur 
enable us to fix a date for this civilization 
in the Euphrates valley not later than 6000 
ms ic. ' 

“Our ordinary Bibles have dates at the 
head of the pagé@s. According to these 
dates the world Was created in 4004 B. C. 

\¢ intelligent persons ob- 
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serving this date in these Bibles, when 
they hear the ar yist affirming, as 
the result chiefly of the work of the ex- 
plorers at Nippur, that man was civilized 
at least 2,000 years earlier than this, and 
that he existed on the earth, therefore, 
still thousands of years before that, will 
Suppose that there is an _ irreconcilable 
conflict between archaeology and the Bible 
in this matter, just as when geologists 
began affirming that the earth was in ex- 
istence thousands and thousands of years 
before 4004 B. C. 
Merely Critical Apparatus. 

“They supposed that there was a conflict 
between geology and the Bible, and on the 
same grounds every scholar knows that 
the dates on the pages of our Bibles are 
not a part of the Bible, but part of a criti- 
cal apparatus, devised by the scholars of 
2°50 years ago for the help of the Bible 
readers of that day. 

“Archbishop Usher is the particular per- 
son responsible for these dates, which were 
worked out in accordance with the best 
critical knowledge then available, They 
were very generally adopted, because they 
did represent the best scholarship of the 
day, until at last they were pr.nted in the 
Libles, and comtmon folks came to regard 
them as part of the inspired text. No 
Bible scholar of today’s regards these dates 
as even approximately correct, at least 
for the earlier periods, but with a wooden 
conservatism, Which is as mischievous as 
it is stupid, those who have charge of the 
making of our Bibles still persist in print- 
ing with them this antiquated chronological 
scheme. 

“The natural resulf ig that a while since 
ordinary readers were eclipsed by a con- 
flict beween geology and the Bibte as to 
the age of the world, and now they wil! 
suppose that a new conflict has arisen 
between science represented this time by 
arcuaeology and the Bible. 

Where the Conflict Exists. 

“The conflict is in reality between the 
science of the middle of the seventeenth 
eentury and the science of the close of the 


nineteenth century, and the real Bible is 


in no way involved. No scholar of however" 


mean pretensiens and no thoroughly well 
educated minister will be in any way dis- 
turbed by the disagreement between the 
dates worked by Usher, with the best ma- 
terial at his disposai, two and a half 
centuries ago, and the new dates indicated 
by the discoveries at Nippur, nor fancy 
that because of this disagreement the Bible 
and science are al odds. But there are 
undoubtedly some persons, and ampng 
them not a few ministers who have mixed 
up archaeology, history, science, Bible and 
their own fancies in an inextricable jumble. 
How about them? 

“Possibly some of these may be puzzled 
and perplexed by these new discoveries, 
but even they will not, [ think, be se- 
riously shocked or inecl.ned to call the ex- 
plorers heretics. kn the first piace the ex- 
plorers, who merely dug out what was 
there, can no more be held responsible for 
the facts than could Columbus be held 
responsible for the country he discovered. 

“In the second place it is a fact, the 
causes of which it would take too long to 
set forth, that persons of th.s manner of 
thinking, while they regard anything which 
changes the traditional dates in the sense 
of bringing them forward as dangerous, 
and probably heretical, regard with favor 
and cons der orthodox that which pushes 
them backward. The effects of these dis- 
coveries will not, therefore, be possible in 
the form of theological disturbance, but 
none the less they will be far reaching 
and important. 

“They will change altogether our chro- 
nology of civil.zed man and modify con- 
siderably our view of his early history, 

far as the hook of Genesis under- 

to give a history of the beginning 
of mank.nd and the progress of civilization 
especially in Baby:onia—that is. So far as 
the first few chapters ure concerned. These 
discoveries affect especially Bible scholars, 
but, interpreting those chapters in- any 
rational manner, 1 can see no possible 
conflict between them and the new dis- 
coveries, We have additional material of 
a very valuable character, that is all. In 
the hght of this new information we shal] 
have to abandon some of our former hy- 
potheses, whether we were bibi:cal arch- 
aecologists or secular archaeologists.”’ 

Where Typhus Germs Lurk. 

How would you like to live for three 
years beneath the rays of a broiling sun, 
which send the mercury to intermediate 
points between 110 and 120 degrees? Know- 
ing, too, that you not only have to deal 
with heat, but also with the unwholesome 
swamps, where typhus germs lurk, and 
come upon the explorer with greater dan- 
ger than Affej ‘ribes of Arabs? It takes no 
Ordinary frame to withstand the perils 
of exploratign and-travel in that valley 
between the Tigris and Euphrates, 

Where does the credit belong for the 
unearthing of these tablets and vases 
which add chapters to the history of our 
race? The project was started by the 
University of Pennsylvania, that institu- 
tion hoping to add to its reputation by 
sending out a Babylonian exped:tion, The 
promoters, however, did not realize what 
was in store. Today they are astonished 
at the remarkable success of the under- 
taking. 

The public has beea informed, to a cer- 
tain degree, of the expeditions which have 
been sent to Nippur. The first started 
in 1888, under the management of Rey. 
Dr. John P. Peters, as director, and Pro- 
fessor Herman W. Hilprecht as Assyriolo- 
gist. Perez Hastings Field, of this city, 
Was a member of the expedition, and so, 
also, was Dr. D. J, Prince, now professor 
in the University of New York. 

This expedition, under .Dr. Peters and 
Professor Hi!precht, proved to be produc- 
tive of fine results. The materials un- 
earthed ran back to a per:od that had not 
been expected by the explorers. But the 
dangers of the campaign were great. At 
the outset the Affej warriors gave the 
American scientists much trouble. On 
One occasion the camp was destroyed by 
fire and all the horses and mules were 
burned. The party escaped in good order 
and saved the precious relics that had been 
secured. The expedition was surprised 
at another tme by a well-planned rob- 
bery on the part of the Arabs. There was 
a skirmish between the scientists and some 
members of the expedition. The Arabs, 
however, managed to steal a considerable 
quantity of money.

Connors, the principal of the 
asylum, has notified Mrs. Woodside, the 
mother of the boy, to have Mack ready for 
ithe journey. Dr. Connors will be in At- 
lanta today and will escort his incorrigible 
pupil himself. 

The kid has been locked in the station 
house for several days in order to keep 
him off the streets. It seems as he grows 
older he grows more mischievous, and life 
iS & miserable existence around his haunts. 

Last Saturday he was caught in the ele- 
vator of the Electric building working the 
car and enjoying himself hugely as he shot 
up and down in the shaft. A policeman 
happened to spy him and he was given a 
cell in the station house, where he will be 
Kept until train time this afternoon. 

Will Keep Of? the Streets. 

Mrs. Woodside, who persistently stands 
on street corners in open defiance of the 
law, and solicits alms, stated last night 
that as soon as Mack leaves she would 
keep off the streets. She has had several! 
positions offered her to do sewing in fami- 
lies, and she will accept one of them and 
gO to work a* onc. 

This curious little woman says she is glad 
to get rid of her unruly boy. 

“You Know," said she, “Mack is such a 
care to me that I am delighted that some 
safe place has been prepared for him.

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$1,000,000 ON HIS PERSON. 


Yet No One Molested Him Along His 
Trip. 

A un‘que character is Colonel J. H. Burns, 
who, with $1,000,000 in his charge, made a 
trip from Chicago to New York city last 
week, Says a San Francisco paper. He was 
in charge of a Wells-Fargo express car, in 
Which $1,000,000 in gold and a trifle of $45,000 
in silver was packed to transfer from the 
Sub-treasury in San Francisco to the sub- 
treasury in New York. T. D. Warwick 
helped Colonel Burns guard the money. At 
no time during the trip, the schedule and 
time table of which was carefully kept ‘a 
Secret, were the precious contents of the 
car lacking their vigilance. 

Colonel Burns has guarded so much gov- 
ernment money in its transit across the 
continent that he couldn’t count it in a 
lifetime—not if the sixty-five years he has 
already spent on earth was certain to be 
doubled. In the years 1885-8 he guarded 
Over $40,000,000 in coin transferred from San 
Francisco to W ashington—$30,000,000 in gold 
and $10,000,000 in silver~-weighing in all 260 
tons and involving forty-nine shipments. 
These forty-nine trips across the continent 
and back again are far from being the ex- 
tent of the colonel’s travels as a guard of 
treasure. For thirty years, more or less 
he has been in charge of money in transit. _ 
He was for a long time chief of guards 

for the Southern Pacitie railroad pay car 
which traversed Arizona and other bad 
lands, where train robbers abounded, car- 
rying nearly always from $500,000 to $800,000 
“Did the robbers ever bother you?” ‘the 
colonel was asked. “I never lost a cent of 
all the millions intrusted to my care,” said 
he, in a quiet sort of wayv—not with any 
Suggestion of self-laudation, but in tone 
Simply intended to'let the fact be known 
“But I was badly scared one time while 
raveling from Kansas City. to St. Louis on 
the ’Frisco road. Two corpses frightened 
me—not because thev were corpses, but 
because I was afraid they weren't jf ean’t 
Say what made me suspicious, but I ex- 
pected to see the sides ofthose rough 
boxes flap down any moment and a couple 
of robbers come rolling out with their re- 
volvers in their hands. I sat watching those 
boxes for many weary hours with a car- 
bine across my knee and a brace of revol- 
vers near at hand. But after all it turned 
out they were sure enough corpses.” 

The colonel is a dead shot-—one of the 
best in the California nationa) guard, with 
Which he has been connected for many 
years, enlisting soon after the war, in 
which he saw service with the First Cali- 
fornia regiment. Those bars pendant from 
& pin on his bosom are not for bicycle 
“centur’es.”"" Each bar was gained in rifle 
and revolver competition, and the others 
bars and medals tell of the colonel’s powers 
on other fields of martial activity,
